You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Jefferson  on 
Tuesday,  the  1 0th  day  of  March  next  at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the  evening 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects; 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  *  To 
be  voted  on  by  ballot  while  the  Polls  are  open; 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Land  Use  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board;  'To  be  voted  on  by  ballot 
while  the  Polls  are  open; 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  a  special  exemption  to  the 
proposed  Land  Use  Ordinance  for  the  lands  of  the  Jefferson  Hill 
Village  which  include  the  Waumbek  Property,  whereas  the 
Ordinance  disregards  and  is  overly  restrictive  when  applied  to 
the  Hill  Village  and  Waumbek;  ( Inserted  by  Petition  of  Voters); 

4 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same; 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Forty  Three  and  10/100  Dollars 
(SI, 243. 10)  for  a  contribution  to  White  Mountain  Mental 
Health  &  Developmental  Services; 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Two  Thousand  One  Hundred  Twenty  Five  and  no/ 100  Dollars 
(  S 2, 1 25.00)  for  a  contribution  to  Weeks  Home  Health  Services, 
Inc.  (Public  Health  Nursing); 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  for  a  contribution  to  the 
Whitefield  Regional  Airport  Commission; 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other  govern- 
mental unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year  (RSA  31:956); 
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9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  administer  and  dispose  of  any  real  estate,  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  the  Selectmen,  in 
their  sole  discretion,  deem  equitable  and  just  (RSA  80:42  (I) 
and  (III); 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  be  placed  in  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  No.  1  for  the  purpose  of  Road  Equipment; 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400.00)  for  a  contribution  to  the 
Community  Action  Outreach  Program; 

1 2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  Hundred  Seven  Dollars  ($407.00)  for  a  contribution  to  the 
Lancaster  District  Court  Juvenile  Diversion  Program; 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  special  unpaid 
committee  to  be  known  as  the  Upper  Grafton/Lancaster  Area 
Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  pursuant  to  RSA  53-B:l 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  Six 
Hundred  Thirty  Nine  Dollars  ($1,63900)  for  investigative 
engineering  services.  This  committee  shall  study  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  a  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  and 
shall  report  back  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  for  further 
action  at  a  subsequent  Town  Meeting; 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Town's  represent- 
atives to  the  General  Court  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to 
insure  that  no  low  level  radioactive  waste  from  the  Seabrook 
nuclear  plant  shall  be  stored  or  disposed  of  within  this  Town  of 
Jefferson  unless  and  until  the  proposed  site  of  the  proposed 
storage  or  disposal  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  town 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  by  written  ballot; 

1 5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  Hundred  Sixty  Two  Dollars  ($362.00)  to  contribute  to  a 
regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Project.  This 
program  will  provide  for  the  proper  disposal  of  hazardous 
household  products  which  are  corrosive,  toxic,  reactive,  and/- 
or  flammable,  including  household  cleaners,  paint  products, 
pesticides  and  herbicides,  and  the  like.  Subject  to  adequate 
funding,  collection  will  take  place  by  June  30,  1987. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on  the  following:  "Shall 
we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the  exemption  for  the 
blind  from  property  tax?  This  statute  provides  that  every 
inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each  year  from 
property  tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00" 
(Submitted  on  petition  of  voters)

be  expendable  at  the  call  of  the  selectmen,  and  to  transfer  out 
from  suplus  to  such  Trust  Fund  the  amount  of  Twenty  Two 
Thousand  One  Hundred  Twenty  and  64/100  Dollars 
($22,120.64),  plus  any  interest  accrued  thereon; 

1 8.a.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
to  be  called  Capital  Reserve  Fund  *2,  for  the  purpose  of 
revaluation  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  Town.  ( If  the  vote  on 
this  Article  18a  is  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  meeting  should 
proceed  to  vote  on  Article  18b.  If  the  vote  on  this  Article  18a  is 
in  the  negative,  then  the  meeting  should  proceed  to  Article  19); 

1 8.b.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  and  no/ 100  Dollars  ($5000.00)  to  be  placed  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town  by  the 
Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration; 

1 9.  To  see  if  the  Town  favors  saving  the  Jefferson  Sugar  House  (  so 
called,  on  National  Forest  Land  above  Cottage  Road)  for  reasons 
of  historic  preservation  scenic  beauty,  and  a  utilitarian  purpose. 
(Submitted  on  petition  of  voters); 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes; 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept 
prepayment  of  taxes; 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  come  before  this 
meeting.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 

STAHE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  1 985,  and  June  1 986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and 
fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1 , 1 986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

1986  Director's  Report 


The  following  information  is  provided  to  give  you  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  type  of  work  in  which  we  are  involved. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

We  operate  one  full-time  and  three  part-time  offices.  The  full- 
time  office  is  located  in  Littleton  at  16  Maple  Street.  The  part- 
time  offices  are  located  in  Woodsville  at  Cottage  Hospital,  in 
Lincoln  at  the  Lin- Wood  Medical  Center,  and  in  Lancaster  at 
Weeks  Memorial  Hospital. 

Last  year,  we  provided  the  following  services  to  our  twenty- 
two  town  catchment  area: 

•  Children's  Services  -  evaluations  of  children  and/or  their 
families,  as  well  as  treatment  (therapy).  Last  year,  we  averaged 
110  children's  cases  per  month. 

•  Emergency  Services  -  we  operate  24-hour-a-day  phone  line 
to  respond  to  psychiatric  emergencies.  Last  year,  we  saw  361 
people  in  person  on  an  emergency  basis. 

•  Inpatient  Services  —  we  provide  inpatient  services  through 
local  general  hospitals  and  a  psychiatric  inpatient  unit  (8  beds) 
in  Berlin.  We  also  make  referrals  to  private  hospitals  and  New 
Hampshire  Hospital.  We  had  318  visits  performed  by  our 
clinical  staff  in  1986. 

•  Case  Management  -  services  which  help  to  keep  clients  in 
the  community  who  otherwise  might  need  institutional  care. 
We  had  over  1 ,200  contacts  in  this  supportive  service  program. 

•  Alchohol  Services  -  individual  and  group  services  to 
individuals  with  alcohol  or  drug  problems.  During  this  past 
year,  we  have  provided  more  than  1,224  hours  of  service. 

•  Partial  Hospitalization  -  a  day  program  for  clients  in  need  of 
more  intensive  services,  including:  therapy,  vocational  training, 
skills  for  independent  living,  and  working  with  the  clients  to 
integrate  into  the  community.  This  past  year,  we  provided  4,742 
hours  of  service  to  clients  in  this  program. 
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•  Work  Stations  in  Industry  -  a  vocational  program  aimed  at 
helping  clients  acquire  vocational  skills,  develop  good  work 
habits,  and  teach  job-seeking  skills.  The  program  is  located  oflP 
site  and  the  clients  are  engaged  in  real  work  for  which  they  are 
reimbursed. 

Developmental  Services 

•  Early  Intervention  -  home  based  service  for  0-3  year  old 
children  who  are  delayed  in  their  development.  Services 
include:  screening,  assessment,  treatment,  and  referral.  Last 
year,  we  served  over  sixty  families  and  provided  almost  1800 
hours  of  direct  service. 

•  Day  Habilitation  Program  -  instruction  for  our  most 
severely  impaired  adult  population.  This  includes:  training  in 
self  care,  pre-vocational  skills,  and  paid  work.  This  program  has 
been  primarily  used  by  former  Laconia  State  School  residents: 
however,  we  have  recently  admitted  community  clients  who 
had  been  in  local  educational  settings.  They  have  been  referred 
to  our  programs  after  attaining  age  2 1 . 

•  Supported  and  Competitive  Employment  -  programs  which 
offer  vocational  training  and  remunerative  work.  The  program 
is  currently  able  to  offer  subcontract  work  at  the  program  site 
and  at  sixteen  job  sites  out  in  the  community.  Last  year,  we  paid 
out  over  $29,000  in  client  wages.  The  program  has  experienced 
tremendous  growth  and  is  extremely  popular  from  the  client's 
viewpoint. 

We  seek  your  support  to  help  us  to  continue  to  provide  these 
services.  Community  support  is  essential  to  help  pay  for  program 
expenses  which  are  not  covered  by  insurance  or  other  grant  support. 
We  are  appreciative  of  your  past  support  and  urge  you  to  continue  to 
help  us.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Calendar  year  1986  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North 
Country  Council  as  it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  or  assistance 
to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under 
NH  RSA  36:45  and  is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  com- 
munities assistance  in  local  community  planning,  economic  develop- 
ment, solid  waste,  transportation,  and  various  other  community 
services.  Besides  the  direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each 
member  community,  it  is  an  advocate  for  all  North  Country  towns  in 
legislative  and  funding  issues  at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

Growth  and  development  is  no  longer  unique  to  Southern  New 
Hampshire;  North  Country  towns  are  experiencing  similar  growth 
pressures.  The  Council  recognizes  the  impacts  associated  with  this 
development  to  schools,  roads,  waste  disposal,  water,  etc.  The 
Council  is  dedicated  to  assisting  town  officials  with  these  complicated 
issues.  Because  most  of  the  Council  member  towns  do  not  have  a  staff 
of  their  own  to  do  the  research,  answer  the  questions  and  respond  to 
incoming  requests,  the  Council  has  revised  the  way  we  help  member 
towns.  Now,  each  town  has  a  staff  person  assigned  to  assist  the  local 
officials  of  that  town  with  their  daily  needs,  in  this  way,  the  Council 
serves  its  membership  more  efficiently. 

In  Jefferson,  the  Council  assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  Sub- 
division Regulations,  developed  a  Master  Plan  outline  and  a  Zoning 
Ordinance.  We  provided  planning  assistance  to  the  Upper  Grafton/- 
Lancaster  Area  Solid  Waste  District  and  submitted  the  10-year  plan  to 
the  State. 

Economic  Development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's 
overall  agency  mission.  This  year  the  Council  developed  two  mar- 
keting products:  a  regional  brochure  promoting  the  region  and 
community  profiles  which  the  ten  growth  communities  in  the  region 
are  using  to  market  their  industrial  development  potential.  The 
Council  also  produced  a  series  of  nagazine  advertisements,  along 
with  a  display  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition,  promoting  the  North 
Country  as  the  sensible  place  to  do  business.  The  Council  is  now 
developing  a  workshop  series  on  industrial  development  marketing 
for  local  officials  in  the  region  who  are  actively  seeking  economic 
development. 

This  past  summer  the  Council  co-sponsored  the  very  successful 
North  Country  legislative  tour.  Over  285  legislators  and  their  guests 
toured  the  North  Country  getting  a  glimpse  of  the  life,  economy,  and 
culture  that  makes  our  region  unique.  A  follow-up  legislative  re- 
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ception  was  held  in  December  to  develop  a  legislative  agenda  for 
1 987.  The  tour  and  reception  should  have  future  beneficial  legislative 
impact  to  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several 
towns  on  federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw 
the  Council  administer  over  $3.0  million  in  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  funds.  The  funds  cover  such  activities  as  housing 
rehabilitation,  downtown  revitalization,  business  revolving  loan 
funds,  and  housing  rehabilitation  feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning 
and  improvement  in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and 
commercial  and  residential  growth  in  several  towns  have  created  busy 
work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many 
forms:  regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  up- 
date, and  assistance  on  a  regular  or  onetime  basis  for  subdivision  and 
site  plan  applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  municipal  Law  Lecture  series 
with  the  NH  Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered 
such  topics  as  local  planning  board  procedures,  administration  and 
enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court  cases  and  state 
law  changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North 
Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and 
appreciate  the  involvement  of  town  ofiicials  and  residents  and  look 
forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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REPORT  OF  JEFFERSON 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  1986 


The  year  1986  proved  quite  eventful  for  the  Jefiferson  Historical 
Society. 

A  fine  display  of  artifacts  from  the  former  Meadows  Store  was  set  up 
by  Jonas  Giidden  and  a  table  devoted  to  antique  items  was  placed  on 
loan  from  Mrs.  Doris  Perry  of  White  River  Junction,  Vt.  This  report 
would  be  too  lengthy  if  each  donation  were  noted.  However,  all  gifts 
and  items  on  loan  are  appreciated. 

A  number  of  monetary  gifts  and  donations  were  received  to  help 
maintain  the  society's  museum  and  all  were  appreciated. 

The  Museum  opened  Memorial  Day  weekend  and  was  open  on 
Sundays  through  Columbus  Day,  with  members  giving  their  time. 

The  Society  sponsored  a  brief  Memorial  Day  program  with  wreaths 
placed  at  the  Soldier's  Monument  and  at  the  Honor  Roll. 

Besides  the  society's  meetings,  the  North  Country  Chapter  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Society  of  Genealogists  met  in  the  meeting  room 
early  in  the  summer  and  enjoyed  viewing  the  collection  in  the 
museum. 

The  Whitefield  Historical  Society  held  its  October  meeting  in  the 
museum. 

We  were  pleased  to  have  teachers  and  parents  bring  pupils  of 
Grades  3,4  and  5  from  the  Jefferson  Elementary  School  for  a  visit  in 
October  and  hope  this  can  be  an  annual  event  and  that  other  classes 
will  also  come. 

Highlight  of  the  year,  after  a  year  and  a  half  of  searching  and 
letter-writing,  was  the  arrival  on  Sept.  2  of  a  portrait  of  Col.  Joseph 
Whipple,  founder  of  Dartmouth  and  the  man  responsible  for  changing 
the  name  to  Jefferson.  This  picture  is  on  indefinite  loan  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  is  a  fine  addition  to  our  display. 

We  would  welcome  more  members  even  if  they  could  not  be  active 
all  the  time.  There  is  something  for  all  to  enjoy  and  we  hope  many  who 
have  not  done  so  will  visit  the  museum  this  coming  year  and  those 
who  have  will  come  again  to  see  the  many  additions.

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PLANNING  BOARD 
TOWN  REPOmr  -  1986 


In  1986  the  Planning  Board  met  twenty  times.  Sixteen  meetings 
covered  subdivision  hearings.  The  others  concerned:  amendment  to 
subdivision  regulations  in  order  to  remain  in  compliance  with  Federal 
standards  of  participation  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  (a 
warrant  item);  legal  aspects  in  relation  to  known  and  possible 
subdivision  regulation  violations;  a  meeting  with  North  Country 
Council  representative  in  relation  to  the  Town  Master  Plan;  and  one 
for  discussion  of  a  proposed  survey  of  townspeople  interest  and 
concerns  in  relation  to  an  updated  Town  Master  Plan  and  possible 
zoning  ordinance. 

Eleven  abutter  hearings  were  held.  Ten  subdivisions  were  approved 
(11th  carried  over  to  1987).  All  subdivisions  but  one  consisted  of 
three  lots  or  less  ("minor"  subdivision).  The  other  was  a  four-lot 
subdivision  ("major"). 

In  anticipation  of  bringing  the  Town  Master  Plan  to  date  and 
presenting  a  new  zoning  ordinance  to  the  town  as  requested  by  the 
Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  undertook  putting  together  and 
distributing  the  attitudinal  survey  mentioned  above.  The  survey 
adopted  was  one  previously  used,  revised  and  adapted  for  computer 
input  and  analysis  by  Bob  Lottero  of  Northern  Technology,  Inc. 
Distribution  of  the  survey  to  JeflFerson  households  was  carried  out  by 
various  members  of  the  JAC,  other  volunteers,  and  members  of  the 
Planning  Board.  Absentee  voters  and  landowners  received  surveys  by 
mail.  Local  distribution  and  mailing  were  carried  out  with  the 
considerable  help  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

During  the  year  members  John  Marshall  and  Don  Saunders  re- 
signed. Appointed  in  their  places  were  Marjorie  Doan  and  Gordon 
Winsor,  respectively.  Additionally,  appointed  associate  members 
were  John  Marshall,  Rita  Cloutier,  and  Ernest  Angelicola.
